Roan, of the criminal su- 
perior court, the case being a rule brought 
by the board of county commissioners 
of DeKalb county against Captain W. 
D. Kimsey, solicitor general of that 
county; Clerk E. F. Burgess, ,of the su- 
perior court, and Sheriff E. O. Reagan 
in an effort to force the three cfticiala 
to pay to the county the sum of apout 
$3,000 in costs,

The liquor gestion will probably “be 
dealt with by the general council during 
its session of tomorrow afternoon. 

The debate upon the question is expect- 
ed to result in instructions to the chief 
at police to have the members of the 
police force surreptitiously obtain sam- 
ples of the whisky that is sold in the 
saloons of Atlanta and submit it to the 
city chemist for examination and analy- 
sis. If the analysis shows that the whis- 
ky is deleterious to health, a police court 
case wil] be made against the owner of 
the galoon and his license will be re- 
voked. 

The intention is to have the policeman 
who takes the sample put a number upon 
it for identification purposes, but no 
name, and by this means the city chemist 
will not knew whose whisky he is ana- 
lyzing. 

This is the idea of Mayor Howell, and 
he will probably communicate it to coun- 
cil In a special] message during the ses- 
sion of tomorrow afternoon. The mayor 
desires the policemen to secure the liquor 
samples instead of a regular officer com- 
missioned for that purpose, for reasons 
which he explains in an interview.

“The state law is not binding unless 
the municipality choses to enforce it, and 
for that reason it does not interfere with 
the proposed plan.

“I understand that there is whisky down | 


there which is sold so cheap that a large 
drink brings only 5 cents. It js called by 


being that one drink will furnish an all- 
day drunk. I am also informed that it is 
made out of tobacco, pepper, oils and 
drugs to give it the taste and smell of 
whisky. Some of the whisky dealers, 
they tell me, put potash into the stuff 
to make it bead. 

“Now, if all this is true, I think the sa- 
loon men can be handled for it. They 
are given licenses to sel] whisky and not 
to sell drugs that look like whisky. They 
might as well undertake to sell cocaine in 
hiquid form and call it whisky as the stuff 
I am told they sell. 

“I shall ask council to adopt a rigid or- 
dinance upon this question next Monday 
afternoon. I hope something will be 
done.”’ 

Dr. J. P. Kennedy, the health officer of 
Atlanta, wag asked for his opinion regard- 
ing the effects upon the stomach of the, 
unfortunate ereatures whose lack of 
means compels them to drink the stuff, if 
they drink at all. 

“Taking for granted the fact that they 
do sell the kind of whisky they are re- 
ported to deal out,”’ he said, “I will say 
that it, of course, must be injurious. The 
tobacco is not especially harmful, except 
that it will make the drinker sick, and 
the pepper is not particularly harmful. 
The oils and drugs which they are sup- 
posed to put into the whisky are harmful, 
of course, and are dangerous to those 
who take them into their: stomachs.” 

The kind of whisky upon which the at- 
tack is being made by city officials is 
what is knows as a “short.”” About three 
fingers of it cost 5 cents and there is said 
to be as much ~atisfaction in one five- 
cent “‘short’’ as there is in three or four 
of the twenty-cents-straight kind.

ACT OF CONGRESS 


But His Allempt To Wrong a 
Georgian Failed, 


, 

Refused To Pay Thousands of Pen-

Washington, D. C., November 14.— 
(Special.)—Because he thought he was 
bigger than congress in the maiter of 
a pension for a Georgian, Pension Com- 
missioner Ware has been overruled by 
his superiors in the “department of the 
interior. The case was that of Thomas J. 
Morman, of Harris county, a veteran of 
the Mexican war. 

Congress at its last session passed a 
bill introduced by Judge Adamson, doing 


justice to Mr, Morman by correcting the | 


officia] records of his military service 
and granting him a good sum of back 
pension money. The testimony in his 
favor convinced the pension committee 
of both branches of congress that his 
claim was a just one and the bill passed 
without opposition. In accordance with 
its provisions, the secretary of war 
granted the honorable discharge and cor- 
rected the records, then certified the 
fact to Pension Commissioner Ware. 


Despite this action of congress and of | 


the secretary of war, Mr. Ware again 
rejected the application on the ground 
that Morman had been dishonorably dis- 
charged from the service, and added: 

“Tt is held that subsequent legislation 
does not operate to change the above 
status.”’ 

This action of Commissioner Ware is 
declared by Assistant Secretary of the 
Interior Miller, who passes upon the 
case, an attempt upon the part of the 
commissioner to call into question the 
constitutionality of an act of congress, 
Such action, Mr. Miller shows, is entire- 
ly beyond the power of the commissioner 
of pensions, or of the secretary of the 
interior, and also that there was really 
No constitutional point involved,

cepting acts of congress {s stated in a 
previous decision as follows: 

“Executive orders promulgated by the 
president and acts of congress are pre- 
sumed constitutional and will be so re- 
garded by this department until] declared 
unconstitutiona] by a court of eompetent 
jurisdiction.”

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A PERPETUAL MOTION TRAGEDY 


Story Told by the Editor of The New 
York Journal of Commerce. 


If there be any one negative proposition 
in mechanics that is held to be undenia- 
ble by the entire scientific world, it is 
that it is not possible to construct a per- 
petual motion machine. And by a per- 
petual motion machine, taking it in its 
simplest form, is meant a piece of mech- 
anism which will remain indefinitély in 
continual motion solely by the action of 
the attraction of gravitation 

Nevertheless, no less a person than Mr. 
David M. Stone. who was for many years 
the editor of The New York Journa] of 
Commerce, and whose personal character 
has always been above suspicion, is the 
authority for the positive statement that 
he had in his possession for several 
weeks, about fifty years ago, a machine 
of precisely that sort. He declared that 
the files of The Journal of Commerce of 
about 1852 contained a full account of the 
machine, but these files were destroyed 
by fire, and he told the story from mem- 
ory. 

‘However.’ he declared, 
the facts perfectly. 

“About 1852 an old man, perhaps 80 
years old, brought the machine to my of- 
fice to show to me. It was constructed 
about like this. I think there were six 
of the hollow arms. In eath One Was a 
little ball. The arms were Not rigidly 
fixed, but had a little play. As the cyl- 
inder revolved the balls rolled. Thus, 
the balls in the arms on the right were 
always an inch or so further from the 
center than those on the left, and they 
counter balanced the weight of the arms 
themselves. The whole machine was 
always, therefore, heavier on the right 
than on the left, and so it alWays re- 
volved. I think there was also a spring 
in each arm that helped the reaction of 
the ball, but I cannot recollect the ar- 
rangement of the springs. 

“Then there was a pendulum that Was 
geared to regulate the speed. If that 
was disconnécted the machine went faster 
and faster till the centrifugal force kept 
all the jittle balls at one spot, and then 
it would go slower and slower til] it stop- 
ped. 1 tried that once, and started it 
again with my finger. 

“Well, I kept that machine in my office 
for several weeks, under my own private 
lock, to make sure that there was ne 
trick about it, and it went right along. 
The Journal of Commerce printed an ac- 
count of it, and was ridiculed unmerci- 
fully im consequence, but the machine 
kept right on going. 

‘Then the old man exhibited it at a 
fair in New Jersey, charging a small en- 
trance fee, and some loca] scientific men 
—I think one of them was a Princeton 
professor—had him arrested for taking 
money under false pretenses. He was 
arraigned and the justice of the peace 
asked him what defense he had, and the 
old man said his only defense was that 
the machine did what he claimed. The 
justice was angry and asked him how he 
dured s@y that when these eminent gen- 
tlemen swore there must be a spring in 
it or it wouldn't go. 

“And the old man said: ‘J have work- 
ed at it for forty years, and tnere is no 
Spring in it, and it does go.’ 

“So they got an ax and chopped it up, 
and there was a great silence, for there 
was no spring. And the old man Sicked 
up the fragments and went away wich the 
tears rolling down his face, And he died 
soon after.’’

Jefferson City, Mo., November 14.—The 
Cole county grand jury, which has been 
investigating legislative boodling, made 
its final report late today, returning 
106 indictments, but it is net made known 
as to the number that are for boodling. 

It is stated, howeyer, that four indict- 
ments are returned against Prosecuting 
Attorney R. P. Stone, on the allegations 
that he accepted a railroad pass, accepted 
a bribe for dismissing prosecutions and 
accepted illegal fees, Circuit Judge Ha- 
zell suspended Attorney Stone and ap- 
pointed a special prosecutor until Decem- 
ber 3, when the case wil] be heard. 

Attorney Stone has given out a state- 
ment declaring that the charges are false 
and the work of parties gwwho have been 
heunding him. Rumor tonight mentions 
a number of well known names as ap- 
pearing in the indictments. 

It is said the grand jury indicted Wil- 
liam Zeigler, of New York, president of 
the Royal Baking Powder Compdany, for 
connection with alum legislation in the 
Missouri assembly of 1901. The indict- 
ment against Mr. Zeigler alleges bribery 
on three counts and states that line de- 
fondant was instrumental in securing the 
votes of severa] state senators on the 
alum repeal bill of 190! for which Leg- 
islative Agent D. J. Kelly, of New York, 
was indicted on three counts. It is be- 
lieved that Mr. Zeigler was indicted upon 
the testimony of Eveiyn J. Baldwin, the 
Arctic explorer, who has been in 
consultation with Attorney General Crow 
for several days.

Police Reserves 
‘New York for Father 
Cilringione 


New York, November’ 14.—Reserves 
were called out early today and are 
scouring Williams bridge and vicinity for 
the Rev. Joseph Cilringione, an Italian 
priest, who is believed to have been ab- 
ducted. Father Cilringione left home late 
Thursday evening in the custody of two 
men who represented themselves to be 
policemen, and who asked him to accom- 
pany them to the station. 

The priest had received threatening let- 
ters because of his activity in suppressing 
vicious resorts among the Italians, and 
he was led to believe thaf the person who 
had written the letters was under arrest. 
He had previously reported to the police 
captain of the precinct that he had been 
annoyed by threatening jetters, and when 
the-men called he accompanied them wil- 
lingly. 

Father Cirringione was at the Williams- 
bridge station at 6 o'clock last night. He 
was warned by Captain Foody not to 
leave the house under any consideration. 
Captain Foody and Detective Curry call- 
ed at the parochial residence last evening 
and the captain does not countenance the 
story that bogus officers went there later. 
However, tthe priest disappeared last 
night. 

Captain Foody says that in his opinion, 
Father Cirringione, his mind probably 
having given way under the strain result- 
ing from too much work, had committed 
suicide. This: afternoon a telegram was 
received at the home of the priest signed 
“Prance,”’ and reading, “You had better 
call on the archbishop at once.”’ Who 
“France” is the friends were at a loss 
to know. 

Anthony Guliota, a partner of the miss- 
ing priest’s lawyer, received a letter from 
Father Cirringione today, which was mail- 
ed last night. In it the pastor said that 
he would be unable to keep his appoint- 
ment for today with Gullota, as he was

The missing priest also wrote a letter to 
another friend, which was received today, 
and in which he wrote that he would be 
at his friend’s office this afternoon, add- 
ing, “If God spares my life.”

‘MAGNIFICENT NEW STATION 


TOBE BUILTAT WASHINGTON 


The most magnificent railway station 
in the world wil] be the new union sta- 
tion at Washington now in process of 
construction. It will be in thorough 
Keeping with the magnificence of the 
conception of that greater Washington 
which is to be the most beautiful city 
of the world, as the capital of the great- 
est nation of today should be. -The site 
is to be near the present depot of the 
Baltimore and OMio, and a most unique 
feature showing the magnitude of the 
undertaking as a whole will be a tunnel 
under the hill upon which the national 
capitol rests. A recent issue of The 
Architects and Builders’ Journal, of Bal- 
timore, contains these facts about the 
hew station: 

“In preparing the plans for this great 
union station the comprehensive idea of 
beautifying Washington was duly con- 
sidered. Its style, the material used in 
its construction, its location and environ- 
ment were to conform .to the consistent 
purpose of ornamentation as well as use. 
To insure this, designs from the most 
eminent architects in the country were 
invited, the fortunate competitor being 
D. H. Burnham, of Chicago and New 
York, whose admirable creations at the 
Columbian world’s fair in Chicago, in 
1893, elicited the praise from visitors 
from all parts of the gtobe and estab- 
lished his fame in the architectural 
world of art. Romanesque in style, it 
will be constructed of white marble, im- 
posing in its massive simplicity, yet suf- 
ficiently ornate to rob it of severity in 
aspect. Some idea of its magnitude mav 
be obtained from the fact that its cost 
will be something over $4,000,000. while 
the approaches will probably amount to 
$10,000,000 more. Of such magnitude 
are the contemplated improvements that 
it was deemed necessary a diviston of 
the work should be made. The principal 
feature will, of course, be the station 
mow jenni a be built under the di- 
rect supervision of the designing archi- 
tect, Mr. Burnham. Not only will the 
building be under his direction. but the 
grounds which are to form a part of 
the ornate landscape effect surrounding 
it. The building will have a frontace of 
260 feet on the north side of Massachu- 
setts avenue, between North Capito! and 
Recond streets. The axis of the station 
and train shed extends back 75! feet 4 
inches directly on the line of Delawate 
avenue. With space for thirty-six tracks, 
approached over a ten-track viaduct. the 
tation will be ample te accommodate all 
the trains of the Baltimore and Ohio. 
the Pennsylvania, the Atlantic Coast 
Line and the Louisville and Nashville 
system, the Chesapeake and Ohio. the 
Norfolk and Western, the Seaboard Air 
Line and the Southern’ railway, repre- 
senting over 40,000 miles of territory 
traversed by the several.systems which 
directly or through their connections wil] 
use the station.

Equines Go Through Course of In- 
struction in British Army.

Committee on Rhodes Schol- 
arships for Georgia Ar- 
ranges Details. 


Mercer University, Macon, Ga., Novem- 
ber 14,—(Special.)—The Georgia commit- 
tee has adopted the plan of selecting 
the student from the colleges of the state 


| by rotation for the Rhodes scholarship 


to Oxford university in England. They 
Propose to Start Orst with the oldest char- 


tered institution and then follow in the 


order in which the charters were granted. 
This gives the state university the first 
representative, Emory next and Mer- 
cer the last in the order. 

Under the will of Ceci] Rhodes two stu- 
dents from each state in the union are 
to be. appointed to scholarships in Ox- 
ford for a period of three years, and each 
appointee is to receive the sum of &$I,- 
$00 annually. An important decision of 
the trustees of the Rhodes scholarship is 
the fact that they are to begin the ex- 
periment with the appointment of only 
vne student from each state. 

The first election of scholarships in 
Georgia will be made between February 
and May, 1904. It is expected that in 
the next two or three weeks a definite 
date will be fixed for the determining of 
who shal] go first from thig state. The 
appointment will be made from those 
who prove themselves eligible by passing 
the examination which will be in the 
hands of the following committee for this 
state: Chancellor Walter B. Hill, of the 
University of Georgia, chairman, ex-offi- 
cio; Viee President W. H. Kilpatrick, of 
Mercer university: Professor W. lL. We- 
ber, of Emory college, and Professor W. 
H. Bocock, of the University of Geor- 
xia 

The elected scholars will commence res- 
idence in Oxford in October, 1904. Ex- 
aminations called responsions will be 
sent to the Georgia committee and they 
will hold them and determine upon the 
successful student after the trustees of 
the will have ascertained what number 
are eligible. The examinations are in 
no sense competitive. They will be held 
merely to determine the eligibility of the 
competing students. According to re- 
quirements furnished by the trustees of 
the will any person who has fully 
equipped himself for sophomore class in 
the ins@tutions of Georgia is capable of 
entering as an applicant from the liter- 
ary standpoint. The age qualification is 
fixed at between {9 and 25 years. 

The University of Georgia, according 
to arrangements of the committee in this 
will have the representative of 
1904. The beneficence of the great phi- 
lanthropist ecannot affect Emory and 
Mercer before 1905 and 1906.

The church, as it stands, speaks for It- 
self. It is absolutely fireproof. Georgia- 
made brick, Georgia granite and Georgia 
marble make up the structure. Apart 
from the pews, there is not enough wood 
in the houSe to. start a springtime fire. 
The building has a frontage of 75 feet 
On Poplar street, the main entrance be- 
ing some 40 feet from the sidewalk. The 
approach to the massive front doors is by 
a picturesque stairway of white and gray 
Georgia marble, ascending which one 
finds three rests. The building runs back 
on New street 225 feet. This ceiling is a 
fraction less than 30 feet above the fleor. 
This ceiling is of concave iron work, 
supported by massivé fron columns. The 
acoustics here, as in the grand audito- 
rium above, are perfect, the voice of the 
speaker at the altar easily reaching the 
most remote corner. The grand audito- 
rium on the second floor, leaving out the 
pews, presents a picture of pure white 
marble. Marble columns of massive pro- 
portions reach from the floor to the cell- 
ing above, a distance of 80 feet. Al- 
most immediately in front of the altar is 
the great dome, the apex of which is !25 
feet above the floor. This dome, as well 
as the walls of the entire auditorium, 
are filled in with some of the handsomest 
memorial windows ever executed for a 
rrr tos church. Harmony is maitintain- 
ed as one passes from window to window. 
The designs are facsimiles. The figures 
are all perfect and thoroughly defined, 
while the name of each donor and words 
indicating the intent of the memorial are 
boldly prominent. These windows—all 
the gifts of members of the church— 
vary in cost from $100 up to thousands. 
In all, something like $10,000 has been 
expeftdedin this peerless art of memorial- 
izing departed souls. 

A Magnificent Organ. 

Immediately over the main 
the organ loft, containing the 
grandest organs ever brought south. This 
organ was constructed especially for St. 
Joseph church at a cost of $13,000. Its 
tone is sweet, the notes blending thor- 
oughly under the master touch of an or- 
Sanist. In a cupola near 200 feet abova 
the sidewalk swing chimes whose melody 
attracts the attention of all. 

And this structure. the work of Father 
Winklereid more than the work of all 
others combined, came near completion 
in other hands‘“than his after he had 
inaugurated the work. In July, 1892, 
‘ather Winklereid was sent by his supe- 
rior, the Very Rey. Father W. Kennel- 
ly, to Spring Hil} college, near Mobile. 
To succeed Father Winklereid came Fath- 
er Quinlan. Father Quinlan remained 
two years, when Father Winklereid, on 
August 24, returned to Macon and re- 
sumed his work of construction. How 
zealously he has kept at the hard work 
in hand, the church, now finished, except 
the stations to be added, speaks. At va- 
rious times since his return, Father Win- 
Klereid has had as his agsistants, Father 
Quinlan, Father Benjamin Rovdhouse and 
Father Patrick Kennedy.

It was at Cannon's Point that Aaron 
Burr found retreat from the-public odium 
that attached to his conduct in the 
much lamented duel fought between 
Alexander Hamilton and himself and his 
subsequent attempt at treason. While 
sojourning here with his Qld friend, Mr. 
Couper, Burr one day in & nervous Tuh- 
ning scrawi, so different from the usual 
smooth, round hand in which he wrote 
his signature, cut with hig diaf¥ond ring 
upon a window pane in the room which he 
occupied— 

“aaron Burr, 1824.”

In confirmation of fie potato story I 
beg to quote from Commissioner's Nes- 
bitt’s “Georgia, Her Resources and Possi- 
bilities,’ page 375: “Glynn county lands 
will produce 400 bushels of sweet pota- 
toes per acre.” In The Savannah News 
of August, 1845, appears an account of 
a potato. raised by Hon. Horace Gould, of 
Plack Ranks, St. Simons, that was de- 
elared to be so long that a full grown 


negro man sat en one end of it whilst

' Of course I did not see this potato, but

During tif year 1880, Hon. William R. 
Shadman, of Cannons Point, St. Simons, 
cleared up a grove of oleander trees. Here 
in upper Georgia the oleander is a hot 
house shrub, rarely growing to the height 
of a man’s head. In the tropics it grows 
in groves 40 feet high. Prom this grove 
Mr. Shadman gathered trees with trunks 
sufficiently large to make posts 6 to 8 
inches in dlameter, enough to fence a 
10-acre lot.

One 
could e@asily enter the passage if the 
grating was lifted, for it is six or eight 
feet across and four or five feet wide.

as presented in their regular journals. 
it was Benjamin Tucker's ‘Liberty,’ the 
exponent of individualist-anarchism, 
which finally convinced me that “Liberty 
ie not the daughter but the mother of 
order.” And though I no jonger hold to 
the particular economic gospel advocated 
by Tucker. the doctrine of anarchism 
itself, as then conceived, has but broad- 
ened. deepened and intensified itself with 
years. 
“To, those unfamiliar with the move- 
ment. the various terms are confusing. 
Anarchism is, in truth, a sort of Protest- 
antism, whose adherents are a unit in 
the great essential belief that all foyms 
of external authority must disappear, to 
be replaced by self-control oniy, but va- 
viously divided in our concessions of the 
form of future soclety. Individualism 
supposes private property to be the cor- 
nerstone of personal freedom; asserts

| that such property should consist in the 


absolute possession of one’s own product

and of such share of the natural heritage | 


of all as one may actually use. Com- 
munist-anarchism, on the other hand, de- 
clares that such property is both un- 
realizable and undesirable: that the com- 
mon possession and use of all the natural 
sources and means of social production 
can alone guarantee’ the _ § individual 
against a recurrence of inequality, and 
its attendants, government and slavery. 
My persona] conviction is that both 
forme of society, as well as many inter- 
mediations, would. in the absence of gov- 
ernment, be tried in various localities. 
according to the instincts and material 
conditions of the people, but that well 
founded objection® may be offered to 
both. Liberty and experiment alone can 
determine the best forms of society. 
Therefore I no longer label myself other- 
wise than “anarchist” simply. 


tT would not, however, have the world 
think that IT am an “anarchist by trade.”’ 
Outsiders have some very curious no- 
tions about us, one of them being that 
anarchists never work. On the con- 
trary, anarchists are nearly always poor. 
and it is only the rich who live without 
work. Not only this, but it is our belief 
that every heaithy human being will, by 
the laws of his own activity, choose to 
work. though certainly not as now. for 
at present there is little opportunity for 
one to find his true vocation. Thus TI. 
who in freedom would have selected oth- 
erwise, am a teacher of language. Some 
twelve years since. being in Philadelphia 
and without employment. I accepted the 
proposition of a small group of Russian 
Jewish factory workers to form an even- 
ing class in the common English 
ranches. I knew well that behind the 
desire to help me toward making a liv- 
ing lay the wish that thus I might take 
part in the propaganda of our common 
cause, But the incidental became more 
the principal, and a teacher of working- 
men and women I have remained from 
that day. In those twelve years that I 
bave lived and loved and worked with 
foreign Jews I have taught over a thon- 
sand. and found them, ¢4 6 rule. tne 
brightest. the most persistent and the 
most sacrificing of students, and in yvouth 
dreamers of social ideals. 

While the “intelligent American’ has 
been cursing him 4S the “ignorant for- 
eigner,” while the short-sighted workine- 
man has been making life for the 
“sheceny’’ as intolerable as possible, silent 
and patient the despised man hag worked 


against it all. I have myself 
seen such genuine heroism in the cause 
of education practiced by girls and boys, 
and even married men and women with 
families. as would pass the limits of be- 
lief of the ordinary mind. Cold, starva- 
tion, self-isolation, all endured for years 
in order to obtaig the means of study: 
and, worse than all, exhaustion of body 
even to emaciation—this is common. 
Yet in the midst of all this, so fervent 
is the social imagination of the young, 
that most of them find time besides to 
visit the various clubs and societies where 
radical thought is discussed, and sooner 
or later ally themselves cither with the 
socialist sections, the liberal leagues, the 
single tax clubs or the anarchist groups. 
The greatest socialist daily in America 's 
The Jewish Vorwaerts, anc the most 
active and compctent practical workers 
are Jews. So they are among the an- 
archists. 

I am no propagandist at all costs, or 
I would leave the story here; but truth 
compels me to add as the years pass 
and the gradual filtration and absorption 
of American commercial life goes on, my 
students become successful prefessionals, 
the golden mist of enthusiasm vanishes, 
and the old teacher must turn for com- 
radeship io the new youth, who sti:l press 
forward with burning eyes. sceing what 
is Wst forever to those whom common 
success has satisfied and stupefied. 

It >rings tears sometimes, but as Kro- 
potkin says, ‘Let them go: we have had 
the best of them.’ After all, who are the 
really cld? Those who wear out in faith 
and energy, and take to easy chairs and 
soft living; not Kroepotkin. with his sixty 
veare upen him. whe hes Light eres ans 
the eager interest of a little child; not 
fiery John Most, ‘ihe oid war horse of the 
rcvolution,”’ unbroken after his ten years 
of prison in Europe and America; not 
gray-haired Louise Michel, with the au- 
rora of the morning still shining in the 
keen look which peers from behind ihe 
barred memories of New Caledonia; not 
Dyer D. Lum. who still smiles in his 
grave. I think: nor Tucker, nor Turner. 
nor Theresa Clairamunt, or Jean Grave 
—not these. I have met them all, and 
felt the springing life pulsating “hrou.h 
heart and hand, joyous, ardent, leaving 
into action. 

Not such are the old—but your young 
heart that goes bankrupt In social hope. 
dry-rotting in this stale and purp seless 
society. 
Then be an anarchist, and live with the 
faith of youth, though you be old.

annual football game on Yale field by a 
score of If fo 6. Thirty thousand enthu- 
siasts saw fhe contest, which was stub- 
born and spectacular. lntil the last five 
minutes of fay fhe result was in doubt 
with the score tiled at six. At this 
critical juncture DeWkt, the Princeton 
captain, kicked a marvelous goal, win- 
ning the day Yor the yellow and black 
and giving victory to his team over Yale 
for thé first Time Siice 1899. 

Princeton's scores were practically the 
direct results of Yale's fumbling and 
Yale's small score, moreover, was due to 
fumbling equaRy as fatal. Within four- 
teen minutes from the time play began 
Yale had torn through Princeton's line 
colsistently and had sent Hogan across 
tlie Tine for a toucHdown. 

Princeton could not cope with Yale’s 
defense and the play was rarely in 
Princeton’s territory. Yale followed up 
hef first advarffage and again pressed 
toward Printeton’s goal line. A fumble 
gave thé“all to Princeton when Yale was 


| on the verge of crossing the lne for an- 


other score. Again Yale pounded 
Princeton's line for short but consistent 
gains, and again Yale was within strik- 
ing distance. The Yale quarter back, 
with the game well in hand, apparently 
decided to save his men and signalled 
for an attempt at a goal from the field. 
& “TumBle came here, but a Yale 
man fell on the Gall. The vis- 
ltors broke through, DeWitt snatched 
the ball from the ground and, protected 
by fine interference, ran the length of 
the fleld for a touchdown. Vetterlein 
kicked the goal and the score stood even 
at Six at the end of the first half. 


Fumbles Costly to Yale.

Princeton mcanwhile 


Yale could not gain, but her forwards 
were equally as sturdy on the defense 
and Princeton could penetrate the 
Yale line for gains at all substantial, 
Accordingly, Princeton resorted to the 
kicking game and with but five minutes 
to play, another Yale fumble placed Yale 
in serious trouble near her own goal 
line. Luckily for Yale, one of her own 
men fell on the ball, but Bowman, the 
Yale back, was forced to kick from 
behind his own goal line. He punted 
well to Yale's 42-yard line. Vetterlein, 
who was playing back for Princeton, 
caught the ball and heeled the catch for 
a kick from placement. With the score 
still at 6 to 6, the great crowd was 
breathless while DeWitt prepared to try 
for goal at a slight angle.

London, October 23.—SheTlock Holmes 
confided to Dr. Watson so many times his 
unreserved opinion of the official detec- 
tives, or “Scotland Yarders,’’ that Conan 
Dolye’s readers will be especially interest- 


ed in what Sir Robert Anderson, head of | 


London’s criminal investigation depart- 
ment, has just written—apropos of 
Holmes’ ‘“‘return’’—concerning the esti- 
mate which the ‘‘regular men” hold of 
the amateur sleuth-hound of Baker strect. 

Perhaps it will be best to give Sir Rob- 
ert's views, as a practical criminal 
agent, upOn certain details of the ‘Ad- 
venture,’ before quoting what the famous 
ex-commissioner of police hag to say re- 
garding Holmes’ gibes at the methods of 
the regular force. 

“It implies no disparagement of Doctor 
Doyle's art,’’ he says, “that in the ‘Ad- 
ventures of Sherlock Holmes’ the element 
of exaggeration is seldOm wanting. ‘The 
Fina] Problem’ exemplifies this in a no- 
table way. To an expert, at all events, 
the story of Moriarty’s tracking Holmcs 
to Switzerland is preposterous.” 

Sir Robert goes on: “In this country, 
an accused persons must without the 
slightest delay be brought before a mag- 
istrate. But, in the ‘Study in Scarlei,’ 
we are told that Jefferson Hope was to 
be ‘put before the magistrate in the course 
of a week.’ In ‘The Man with the Twist- 
ed Lip,’ the police at Bow street ‘hush 
the thing up’ apparently without the in- 
tervention of a magistrate at all. And 
in ‘The Sign of Four’ the closing scene 
reminds us of one of Dickens’ bagman 
stories. Jonathan Small makes a quar- 
tet with our two friends and the Bow 
street officer, whose prisoner he is, in the 
Baker street lodgings we know so well; 
and ensconced in a comfortable chair, 
with a glass of spirits and water at hance, 
he spends a pleasant hour in telling the 
story of his crimes. And even this is 
capped by Dr. Watson’s being allowed to 
carry away the treasure chest, the corpus 
of the crime, which is supposed to con- 
tain jewels of priceless value. He con- 
veys it in a cab to the house of his fiancee 
and in her presence he breaks it open 
with a poker!” And thus the practical 
detective goes On at some length. 

Evidently, howewer, Sir Robert An- 
derson does not take Holmes’ jibes at 
the expense of Scotland Yard with great 
seriousness. ‘There is a wide difference,’

William Faux, who 
was rather a picturesque figure in the 
English literary world. or the last 
thirty-s*x years He has selected all the 
beoks NancrtG by W. H. Smith & Co., 
who, besides conducting an immense cir- 
culating library, are the sole proprietors 
of railway book stalls throughout the 
United Kingdom. Frequently Mr. Faux’ 
acted as a censor—declining to allow a 
certain no0Vel or other volume to be han- 
dled by hi® cOmpany—which was bad 
business for the aitthor of the work un- 
less he could manage to make sufficient 


advertising capital out of the occurrefcre. 
Faux spent practically the whole day in 
his office, “judging’’ books—that is, satis- 
fying himself if they would be worth 
handling. In this way he developed such 
an instinct that in some cases a few 
pages would tell ffi whether a book 
would ‘‘do,’”’ In others a chapter. Un- 
luckily, howevér, he-never kept any rec- 
ord of the number of works thus dealt 
with. He began life at 12 in a commer- 
cia] house, but soon gravitated into a 
book shop, and then joined the Smiths, 
whom he served fifty years, rising from 
one post to another. Mr. Faux says the 
first book he remembers reading was 
‘Roderick Random,” and ‘‘Robinson 
Crusoe” is his favorife novel. His busi- 
ness brought him closely in touch with 
both publishers and writer¢, and he was 
intimate with Sir Walter Besant and 
James Rice.

BUT IT BROKE THE MARKET 


The Whole List Receded to Below 
Friday Night’s Close and at 
the Close Was Dnll and 
Heavy — Trade Was 
Narrow. 


New York, November i4,—Trading in 
today’s stock market was listless and 
harrow, Operations were on too small 
& scale to offer anything of a represen- 
tative character. Thera were a faw points 
of strength, including Chicago and Al- 
ton, on a revival of rumors of {te possi- 
ble absorption as a connecting link in a 
larger system. Southern Railway ad- 
vanced in response to rather vague as- 
sertions that the Seaboard Air Line was 
in &@ way to be brought into the Southern 
community of interest.

Comment on Bank Statement. 

New York, November 1!4.—The New

making the total decrease for the fort- 
night $21,653,500. The reduction last 
week was probably due to liquidation of 
speculative accounts on the stock ex- 
change and also to some contraction of 
loan accommodafion because of the com- 
paratively low condition of bank reserves 
and fhe continued drain of money to the 
south ang west for crop purposes. It 
may be noted that -the total loans now 
are only $18,212,000 above the minimum 
of the year, which was recorded on Jan- 
uary 10. 
cash during the week, which amount is

of money. This comparatively slight dis- 
crepancy, however, may be easily ac-

R. R. LARMOUR NEILL, of New 
Orleans, estimates the yield of 
cotton fer the season at |,865,000 
bales. His reasons and figures in de- 


tail follow: 

“Having completed a tour of the cot- 
ton states, excluding Arkansaa and Flor- 
idla, and fellowing almost identically 
in my last year’s footsteps, I have form- 
ed an opinion as to this year’s growth of 
cotton, and berewith beg to submit my 
estimate:

“Two things have impressed themselves 
strongly on my mind; first, the almost 
entire absence, except in Louisiana, Texas 
and Indian Territory, of fruit on the top 
Of the plant, and, second, the small size 
of the mature bolls on the uplands of 
every state outside of Texas, 

“Tf no other detrimental circumstances 
were apparent these alone guffice to make 
this a disappointing crop. But in eddi- 
tion, imgect ravages have even been in 
excess of last year in parts of Texas, and 
in these the yield will be very short. In 
regard to last year’s yield of Texas and 
Indian Territory it must be borne in mind 
that it exceeded Mr. Hester's figure of 
2,831,000 by probably 100,000 bales, as 
owing to the earliness of that crop, this 
amount came into sight during August 
and was counted in the total crop of 
1901-02, 

“Seldom indeed has it happened that 
On the 25th of October almost the entire 
crop should be beyond the possibility of 
serious damage by frost. This, however, 
was certainiy the case this year. Ac- 
cording to my own careful examination 
this week of the plants in north Texas 
and Indian Territory, only very late plant- 
ed crops in low lying ground and on bot-

“I have found it more than usually diffi- 
cult to come to a decision on the sizé 
of the crop of Texas and Indian Terri- 
tory.

The worst weevil] depredations are to 
be found on the north, east and south 
of a line drawn from Houston to Ken- 
nedy (southwest), thence directly north 
to Waco Thence northeast to Corsicana, 
and thence east via Henderson and Car- 
thage to the Louisiana line 

“I have calculated that last season this 
weevil infested district. produced about 
1,100,000, therefore the remainder of the 


state of Texas produced about 1,500,000 | 


bales. This later wide expanse of coun- 
try has fortunately now made an ex- 
cellent crop and will, I think, more than 
offset the loss in the weevil district. In 
many flelds, however, the bolls have not 
yet opened, and hence I couple my esti- 
mate of 3,080,000 bales for Texas and 
Territory with the proviso of fine weath- 
er for picking. 

“A few words in explination of the 
causes which produced this year’s ‘dis- 
aster’ may be of interest. 

‘First, there was an unparalleled delay 
in the start of the crop, owing to con- 
tinued rains and low temperature. This 
was followed by unparalleled rapid growth 
and fruitage. By the third week of Au- 
gust the apearance of the crop in every 
state was magnificent, but in reality it 
was in an unusually vulnerable state. 

“I for one have no criticism to offer, 
as to the high average condition of the 
bureau's tember report.

up were written on or before August 24. 
It was exactly at this time that a week 
or ten days of scorching hot weather set 
in, the results of which were only ap- 
parent in September. These results were

WHICH EDWARD VII ENJOYED IN PARIS

I read this 
letter from this ‘‘Georgia boy in Canada," 
read it aloud to the old father, and I 
watched the changes of his face as I did 
read. When the sold ahd snow was men- 
tioned the old man shivered and I am 
sure that he longed for his boy to be 
back in Georgia. His old dim eyes filled 
with tears and he stroked ‘‘Jack”’ with a 
tender stroke, while the dog seemed to 
hear and understand. There is something 
sadly sweet to old folks in every one of 
these letters. They read them or have 
them read over and over again. Memories 
well up and they live over again the days 
when the boy toddled by the side. An 
old man is sure to feel and remember 
the days when it took persuading and 
scolding to keep the boy from following 
to wheresoever the father went. It is 
one of the sad things of life that fathers 
spend a good part of their life to kecp 
the children at home and ‘from troubling, 
to long in after years to have these chil- 
dren with them, We know that boys 
must go out in the world, and we know 
that a great many of them aave other 
“fish to fry’’ than to spend too much time 
writing to old folks, but if they under- 
stood just the feeling that still remains 
for them in the home they left there 
would have to be some mighty pressing 
business to keep them from writing,

WINE Ter Shuck 
It All Dis Night, 
As Sho’s Yo’ Boren. 


How the Shucking of the 
Yellow Ears Was Done 
Befo’ de Wah. 


By Martha McCulloch Williams 


N THE fall of 1840 Squire Majors 
gave a corn-shucking. The fact 
was not so singular as to require 
special chronicling. Men of his 

sort, especially of his blood, had been 
giving corn-shuckings whenever the 
corn crop was extra heavy, and the 
neighborhood wholly at peace with 
itself. The Majorses, first English 
emigrants, then westering pioneers, 
had kept pretty close in their migra- 
tions to the historic parallel, thirty- 
six degrees, thirty minutes. They 
were, moreover, very fully, men of 
their time and place, always landhold: 
ers, always slaveholders, of open 
minds, excellent tempers, and eager to 


nake the most of either work or play. 

So when a hundred men, black and 
white, gathered to the shucking, 
everybody knew there would be a 
good time. All of those who came to 
shuck, came with eager willingness. 
Such among them as owned tin lan-4 
terns fetched them along—unlighted. 
All the shucking lacked of perfect con- 
ditions was a full moon. Instead, it 
had an old moon, a slimmish crescetit 
that would not rise until pretty near 
midnight. Still, since it was a fine, 
clear, frosty night, with a skyful of 
stars, the lanterns were not really es- 
sential, althuagh, swung to stout 
stakes in twos and threes, they cer- 
tainly made the corn-pile brighter, and 
the whole shucking livelier. 

A Fire for the Gray Beards to Sit and 
Gossip By, 

There was a fire, of course—for the 
gray beards past active shucking to 
gossip by, and to light pipes withal. 
But Uncle Ben Reese had special 
charge of it, and kept it under a very 
sharp eye. It was big and blazing, 
built of logs piled lavishly together 
flaton the ground. But it was at least 
fifty yards off the pile, and so set that 
the wind took away sparks and blazes. 
Dry shucks-—and a corn-shucking pre- 
supposes them—-burn like tinder, es- 
pecially with wind behind the flame. 
Uncle Ben had ro notion of letting 
Squire Majors lose the four hundred 
barrels, that is to say, two thousand 
bushels—of. fine, white flint-corn: the 
big heap was morally certain to shuc's 
out. 
, It was built upon a little rise in the

oval, equally heaped and mounded. 
There was room about it for all the 
hundred shuckers—in the beginning, 
that is. At the end, when there were 
two straight stooping squatting lines 
facing each other across the short way 
of it, elbow room would be at a pre- 
mium—unless, as was very likely, a 
food few of the good men found the 
pace too hot. It was certain to be 
hot. The shuckers had come from 
rival, almost hostile, regions. The 
Over-the-creek fellows had been vow- 
ing since last fall that Jim Mason, 
Nigger Jim,” could shuck more corn 
fhan any other man in the county. 
Phe flatwoodsmen were as boldly 
swearing that Harvey Denis, also 
black, the pride of a rich and indul- 
gent master, could beat any other liv- 
ing man at any sort of work to which 
he set his hand. 

Thus it was plain beforehand that 
Jim and Harvey would be the rival 
Captains. The w'.ite men among the 
a dozen or maybe twenty, 
shouted for them and hustied for them 
the same as the rest. These white 
men were not all small farmers nor 
their sons. Three at least among them 
came each with a half dozen of his 
Own negroes, and worked beside their 
men with the best will in the world.

Therefore no- 
hody caviled when the captains chose 
to have Buck Mabry do it. Buck had 
been known to sing through a whole 
shucking without once treading upon 
the corns of anybody’s mind, or char- 
acter, or affections. 
Dividing the Pile a Ceremony of 
Great Interest. 

Dividing the pile came next. Fence 
rails were laid in a straight row 
across it the short way, parting it as 
equally as possible. And then came 
the dramming—a wineglass of neat 
whiskey, oily and fragrant, for every 
man. Squire Majors and three or 
four neighbors carried the jugs of it 
up and down the line, seeing that no 
man was overlooked, or got more tha 
his due. That last hardly counted—if 
anybody had asked it, the Squire 
would cheerfully have given extra 
drams all around. 

The captains squatted opposite eacli 
other at the ends of the pile, each 
with devoted followers in curving line 
at either hand. It would be hours be 
fore they could see each other—none 
the less was the strife between thein 
thrilling. “Fall in dar! Shuck all: 
Captain Jim commanded. - Captain 
Harvey merely snatched up an ear. 
wrenched it out of shuck, and sent it 
hurtling backward over his head. In 
half a breath there was a backward 
rain of ears, likewise stripped, over 
the heads of each working line. _ 

Up on the pile Buck stood a minute 
with head bent, arms folded, then 
opened his mouth, and roared like a 
bull: 


“Ginn erway de corn, boys! Ginn 
erway de corn!

half a mile away. It was easily audi- 
ble three miles off. Indeed, a corn- 
shucking crowd, well led, and in good 
voice, after the second dram had no 
trouble in making itself heard five 
miles. Buck sang the opening song 
over twice, then flung both hands 
above his head, walked back and forth 
the pile twice, and. began another, 
himself carrying the stave, with ail 
the shuckers coming in madly on the 
chorus. It was a favorite chant: 


“QO! Maria! 
Ring John ho! 
©! Maria! 
Long John ho! 
"Ria is a lady! 
Ho! Ho! Ho-o! 
’Ria wants ter marry! 
Ho! Ho-o! Ho-o-o!

It was sung at great length, and evi 
lently was so much a favorite with the 
inger that it wasnoteasy to swing him 

into “Rock Me July” and ™Ham Meat 
Gravy,” for which after a while there 
were tempestuouscalls. Theyare better 
‘eft unwritten. Their words, if writ- 
ten, would in a measure explain why 
the serious and well bred among the 
black women regarded the singing 
of corn songs as the very worst thing 
a black woman or girl could do—the 
songs being reckoned among the sits 
of commission left whclly to man- 
kind. But no objection lies -against 
the thirst song—which, after an hour. 
Buck loudly and proudly piped: 


This Song Generally Led to Much 
Thirst Quenching. 


“Dram! Dram! Little drap er dram, sir! 

Dram! Dram! Fetch er long de 

dram! 
Come! Come Little Mister Whiskey! 

Nigger mighty thirsty, wants er lit- 

tle dram!” 

The drams, of course, were forth- 
coming—in double strength this time. 
Thereafter, the dramming came every 
half hour, with men working so like 
machines thtre was little danger of 
doing them harm. In, 1, in, the cap- 
tains burrowed, the heaped corn slid- 
ing, tumbling down to them as they 
undermined the ramp of it. Side by 
side trusty followers worked tireless- 
lv. rending off the shucks heedless 
of fingers worn to the quick, flinging 
back the ears in a steady pelting 
shower. Here or there a man drop- 
ped out, rose and stretched his cramp: 
ed legs for a minute, or even strolled 
over to the fire around which the 
oldsters laughed and joked. A few 

s bore off shucks—dragging them

black and white, hung on like bull 
dogs, with still enough spare breath 
to troll lusty choruses. and by, 
when the lanterns were flaring out 
their third sets of candles, the last 
of the corn ramp slid down into a long 
low heap.

How the shuckers leaped at it! 
They could see each other now. 
Captain Jim and Captain Harvey were 
almost face to face. It was beauti- 
ful to see them reach and tear and 
toss, inching forward all the time. 
The dividing line of rails had been 
kept carefully true in spite of the 
sliding. It was the aim of each cap- 
tain to clean up all the corn upon his 
own side of it in time to reach over 
and grasp ears still in husk from the 
other’s territory Such a_ grasping 
meant victury. No Olympian victors 
ever strove more marfully than these 
two’ masses of aching muscle. 

Captain Jim won out, but by two 
ears only. So scant a winning was 
accepted by each side as a draw. But 
oh, the shouts, the yells, the chanted 
triumph in greeting to it! Squire Ma- 
jors pulled off his hat to the shuck- 
ers, saying with a glance to the 
east, “George, boys! You've worked 
like Trojans! J never thought youd 
get through that pile without another 
shucking; yet here’s the last ear 
cleaned up, and the moon just risin. 
You've done me a good night’s work — 
the best sort—all of you. Now we'll 
take a dram all around, then go and 
see about somethin’ to eat.” 

“Aye, aye, Marse John!” came 
cheerily from the shuckers. Then a 
few of the sauciest made a dash at 
him, raised him upon their shoulders, 
and marched houseward, with Buck 
on ahead singing his best, and the 
rest also singing, trailing after. But 
at the last bars the song fell to a 
droning wordless chant—so much was 
lue to manners—were they not going 
into the presence of women, to whom 
corn songs were a rock of offense? 
White men and black kept step, al- 
though each complexion paired with 
its kind. At the back yard gate there 
was segregation—the whites going 
towards the back piazza, the blacks 
‘toward the big log kitchen, a-gleain 
with lights and full of savory odors. 
When It Came Time to Eat Every 

One Was Ready. 


What boots it to tell of the sup- 
ner those good men ate?—the harbe- 
cued pig, the boiled ham, the chicken 
pies, roast beef, sweet potatoes—ever 
so many more good things, including 
pound cake, gingerbread and pies 
without stint. To wash it all down 
there was cider, buttermilk, coffee. 
The whites got as good as the blacks. 
the blacks as good as the whites, and 
all were served by the womenkind, 
each after his complexion. There was 
no friction, no thought of strain—es- 
pecially after supper, when again 
Squire Majors was borne in triumph, 
protesting yet laughing, three times 
around his house “for luck” upon the 
shoulders of the men who had work- 
ed for him hardest. They andthe rest 
had strength to spare after their labors 
—witness the leaping, the wrestling, 
the games, and dances out in front of 
the cabins until it was nearly dawn. 
It was only the fear of dawn that at 
last sent the revellers home. 
knew it would bring them the worst 
sort of luck to let the new day catch 
them still technically at the corn 


shucking.
